The report recently issued by The National (’ity Bank ot 
New York is enlightening on that subject. 
It shows that in 
1914 this country exported to Europe something like four 
hundred and fifty-five thousand pounds, and last year we ex­ 
ported one million* one hundred and 
thirty 
nine 
thousam 
pounds or nearly four times as much as iii 1914. 
The w arring nations of Europe must have meat and they 
haven’t time nor opportunity to raise it, so they are compelled 
to bay of American packers. 
We are charitable enough to believe that the prosperous 
American packers charge the foreigners more for meat t tan 
they charge the consumers at home, but even granting I ><it o 
be true, the tremendous shipments of meat abroad ma es a 
short supply for the home m arket and results, in spite 
of 
any good intentions of the patriotic 
packers, 
in 
boost*"*” 
prices in the home market. 
The producer—the fanner—gets more for his meat, 
the hoof now than lie did before the war, but his increase is 
nothing like the increased price the packers receive, own 
here at home. 
, 
What is true of meat is true of nearly every thing else. 
While the price at home does not quite real* i I ie prici 
abroad, yet a shortage at home due to shipments abroad have 
had the effect of greatly increasing the cost of iood stuffs in 
all lines.
